REDUCE STUDENT TRAVEL 


SBDM Council 
Discusses Room 
Assignments

The elementary SBDM Council 
discussed changes in room assign¬ 
ments to accommodate music, art 
and library facilities at Monday’s 
regularly scheduled meeting. El¬ 
ementary students have previously 
shared music and art rooms and the 
media center with grades 7-12 but 
will now have those facilities in the 
elementary building. The change is 
being made so that students will 
not have to travel between the two 
buildings.

Jane Beshear Proclaims City 
Kentucky’s First Trail Town

A rain shower didn’t dampen 
the enthusiasm in Dawson Springs 
Thursday when first lady Jane 
Beshear announced that the com¬ 
munity of Dawson Springs is Ken¬ 
tucky’s first official Trail Town, 
part of an effort to promote and 
develop adventure tourism oppor¬ 
tunities across the state. 

Trail Town is a designation and 
assistance program that will guide 
travelers to trails, food, lodging, 


campgrounds, museums, enter¬ 
tainment and other services. The 
designation will help communities 
improve their tourism economy, 
add more jobs and more tourism 
opportunities for the entire state. 

Joining the first lady for the an¬ 
nouncement were Mayor Jenny 
Sewell and Elaine Wilson, director 
of the Office of Adventure Tour¬ 
ism. Also on hand were state Sen. 
Jerry Rhoads and former mayor of 
Dawson Springs, Stacia Peyton. 

Wilson noted that the most 


important part of the Trail Town 
program is that each community 
decides what approaches it wants 
to take to tie in the trail system and 
other services that trail users need. 

“We’re here to celebrate

Trail Town,” she said. 

More than 30 communities have 
started the application process to 
become a Trail Town.

Local Felon Pleads Guilty 
To Firearm/Ammo Charge 


According to The 
Paducah Sun, a Dawson 
Springs man pleaded guilty 
in U.S. District Court to be¬ 
ing a felon in possession of a 
firearm and ammunition. 

David Hale, U.S. attorney 
for the Western District of 
Kentucky, told a staff reporter 
that Kevin Fitzgerald pleaded 
guilty to a two-count federal 
superseding indictment, re¬ 
turned Feb. 13 by a federal 
grand jury in Bowling Green. 

The indictment charged 
Fitzgerald with possession 
of ammunition including 
100 rounds of 12 gauge shot¬ 
gun shells, 100 rounds of 20 
gauge shotgun shells and 20 
rounds of .30-06 shotgun 
ammunition. He also plead¬ 


ed guilty to possession of a 
12 gauge double-barreled 
shotgun and eight rounds of 
12 gauge shotgun ammuni¬ 
tion. 

The Dawson Springs Po¬ 
lice Department searched 
Fitzgerald’s residence Dec. 
19, 2011, and located a 12 
gauge double-barreled shot¬ 
gun and ammunition. 

Fitzgerald admitted in 
court that he owned the shot¬ 
gun and the ammunition 

He was convicted July 
7, 1986, on two counts of 
first-degree manslaughter in 
Carrollton and sentenced to 
serve 40 years in prison. 

Sentencing on the federal 
charge is slated for Aug. 6 in 
Bowling Green. 


8 People Die In 8 Crashes 
On State Roads Last Week 


Eight people died in eight 
separate crashes on Ken¬ 
tucky roads May 6 through 
May 12. 

Three single-fatality mo¬ 
tor vehicle crashes occurred 
in Jefferson County. None 
of the victims was wearing a 
seat belt. One of the crashes 
involved the suspected use 
of alcohol. 

One single-fatality mo¬ 
tor vehicle crash occurred 
in each of the following 
counties: Barren, Daviess 
and Jessamine. The victim 
in Barren County was not 
wearing a seat belt. 

One single-fatality motor¬ 
cycle crash occurred in each 
of the following counties: 
Lyon and Simpson. Neither 
of the victims was wearing a 
helmet. 

Through May 12, prelimi¬ 


nary statistics indicate 190 
people have lost their lives 
on Kentucky roads during 
2013. This is 53 fewer than 
reported for this time period 
in 2012. 

Of the 159 motor vehicle 
fatalities, 78 victims were 
not wearing seat belts. Nine 
of the 16 motorcycle fatali¬ 
ties were not wearing hel¬ 
mets. The one ATV fatality 
was not wearing a helmet. 
One bicycle rider and 12 pe¬ 
destrians have been killed. 
One fatality involving an 
animal-drawn vehicle has 
been reported. A total of 36 
fatalities have resulted from 
crashes involving the sus¬ 
pected use of alcohol. 

As of May 12, Kentucky 
has had 33 days with zero 
highway fatalities reported 
during 2013.

Trooper Joseph Ward Jr., 
25, died April 23, 1973, af¬ 
ter being struck by a vehicle 
while investigating a colli¬ 
sion on the Pennyrile Park¬ 
way in Christian County. 
Ward sacrificed his life by 
pushing a subject out of the 
path of an oncoming vehicle. 
He was assigned to Post 2 
and was a four-year veteran 
of the Kentucky State Po¬ 
lice. He is buried in Hillcrest 
Cemetery in Grant County. 
On May 24, 2011, Debbie 
Ward, accepted the Gover¬ 
nor’s Medal of Valor on be¬ 
half of her brother-in-law, 
Trooper Ward. This award is 
the highest honor that can be 
bestowed upon an officer of 
the agency for heroism in the 
line of duty under circum¬ 
stances of extreme personal 
hazard. It is awarded only by 
order of the governor of the 
commonwealth of Kentucky.

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First Phase Of Lake Bridges 
Construction Is Underway 


From the 

Kentucky New Era 

To the delight of many 
residents in the southern 
Pennyrile region, Gov. Steve 
Beshear announced Tues¬ 
day that work is underway 
on the first phase of a mas¬ 
sive, multi-phase project to 
replace two outdated bridges 
leading into Land Between 
the Lakes. 

The long-awaited proj¬ 
ect has been in the planning 
stages since 2006, when input 
from more than 300 citizens 
led to the decision three years 
later to build two basket han¬ 
dle, tied-arch bridges over 
Lake Barkley and Kentucky 
Lake, according to a news 
release from the Kentucky 
Transportation Cabinet. 

The style of the two 
bridges will be unique. Once 
built, they will be the only 
ones of their kind in Ken¬ 
tucky and among fewer than 
a dozen believed to exist 
worldwide, the release said. 

In the past week, crews 
began clearing brush and 
trees for the first phase: con¬ 
struction of a third bridge to 
span a lagoon on the western 
shore of Kentucky Lake. 


The release said the new 
Lagoon Bridge “will literally 
be a bridge to a bridge” and 
serve as the approach on the 
western side to a new, four- 
lane bridge over Kentucky 
Lake, which will replace the 
81-year-old Eggners Ferry 
Bridge. 

Eggners Ferry Bridge 
made national headlines in 
January 2012 when an 8,200- 
ton cargo ship hit it and took 
out a 322-foot span. The 
damaged bridge has since 
been repaired, but is still on 
the state’s list of bridges that 
need to be replaced. 

Jim Smith Construction 
LLC is the prime contractor 
on the $24 million Lagoon 
Bridge project, which also 
includes construction of 
earthen causeways on both 
sides of Kentucky Lake. 

Kentucky Transportation 
Secretary Mike Hancock 
said construction of the La¬ 
goon Bridge is under a strict 
timetable that should enable 
the transportation cabinet 
to contract for construction 
of the main bridge span in 
about a year. 

The Lagoon Bridge con¬ 
tract allows 420 calendar 
days for completion, with 
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milestones at 190 days and 
270 days for completing 
tests required to advance the 
design of piers on the main 
structure to follow, the re¬ 
lease said. 

The Lake Bridges Proj¬ 
ect has been a high priority 
for Gov. Beshear, accord¬ 
ing to the release, and will 
result in the replacement of 
two obsolete, two-lane steel 
bridges that were built in 
1932 to span the Cumber¬ 
land and Tennessee rivers — 
long before the rivers were 
impounded to form the lakes 
and LBL, one of Kentucky’s 
premier destinations for 
tourism and recreation. 

According to the release, 
each of the new bridges will 
have a 550-foot main span 
with travel lanes 11 feet 
wide. They will also have 
4-foot shoulders and a path 
8 feet wide for hikers and 
bicyclists that will extend 
through LBL along the U.S. 
68 corridor. 

Each bridge will cost an 
estimated $165 million to 
build, and construction of the 
new crossings is expected to 
take five to six years each.

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Health Care For 


All Kentuckians

On May 9, I announced 
what I believe is the most 
important single decision for 
the health of Kentuckians in 
our lifetimes; the expansion 
of Medicaid coverage to the 
approximately 308,000 un¬ 
insured Kentuckians. This 
expansion, coupled with the 
creation of the Health Ben¬ 
efit Exchange under the Af¬ 
fordable Care Act, means 
that for the first time in Ken¬ 
tucky’s history, every Ken¬ 
tuckian will have access to 
affordable health care. 

Who will be covered by 
this expansion? These are 
single working men or wom¬ 
en with incomes below 138 
percent of the Federal Pover¬ 
ty Level - less than $16,000 
a year, or families of four 
making less than $32,500. 

Contrary to what some 
might have you believe, 
these are not individuals 
waiting for a handout, con¬ 
tent to live off of government 
support. These are people we 
all know and interact with 
every day. They live in our 
communities, they go to our 
churches and our children at¬ 
tend school with them. They 
are hardworking individuals 
and families doing all that 
they can to pay their bills, put 
a roof over their heads, food 
on their tables and clothes 
on their backs. Health care 
coverage is not provided by 
their employer; individual 
coverage is too expensive 
for them to afford on their 
own, but they don’t qualify 
for Medicaid under the cur¬ 
rent system. These folks cur¬ 
rently do without health in¬ 
surance, at an alarming cost 
to themselves and our entire 
society. 

Kentucky is one of the 
least healthy states in the 
nation. In 2012, Kentucky’s 
overall health ranking was 
44th. Kentucky is at or near 
the very bottom of many na¬ 
tional health rankings. We 
are 50th in smoking, 40th 
in obesity, 41st in diabetes, 
50th in cancer deaths, 49th 
in cardiac heart disease, 43rd 
in high cholesterol and 48th 


in heart attacks. And the list 
goes on. 

A multitude of state and 
national reports have shown 
the positive impacts on health 
status that occur when an in¬ 
dividual becomes insured. 
They are more likely to get 
preventive care and seek out 
medical treatment when they 
need it. When they do have 
serious health problems, 
they are better prepared to 
deal with them, and the costs 
of treatment are less. They 
miss fewer days of work and 
school. And they live longer 
and more productive lives. 

And while my primary 
concern is for the improved 
health outcomes that will 
be possible for many of our 
citizens through the expan¬ 
sion of Medicaid, my deci¬ 
sion was not solely based on 
the obvious health benefits 
that extending insurance 
coverage will provide to the 
people of Kentucky. It was 
also based on the far-reach¬ 
ing economic benefits of ex¬ 
panding Medicaid. 

The federal govern¬ 
ment will pay 100 percent 
of the cost of the expansion 
through 2016 with federal 
funding gradually decreas¬ 
ing to 90 percent by 2020. 
The expansion of Medicaid 
will create nearly 17,000 
new jobs for Kentuckians 
and a $15.6 billion posi¬ 
tive economic impact to the 
commonwealth between 
2014 and 2021. In that same 
time frame, our state budget 
will see a positive impact of 
$802.4 million. If we chose 
not to expand, our budget 
would see a negative impact 
of nearly $40 million. Not 
only is expansion the right 
thing to do, it’s a savvy fi¬ 
nancial investment. 

Another important con¬ 
sideration in my decision 
to expand Medicaid is the 
cost that the commonwealth 
would be required to absorb 
if it does not expand. These 
costs include reduced pay¬ 
ments to hospitals for un¬ 
compensated care; the cost 
of new substance abuse 
treatment coverage required 
under the Affordable Care

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Heroin Epidemic 
Is Moving South 


Kentucky has had a tough 
time in the past several years 
battling the methamphet- 
amine epidemic. The last 
thing we need now is an in¬ 
flux of heroin. 

Unfortunately, with traf¬ 
ficking and heroin abuse 
numbers surging statewide, 
it appears that epidemic is 
starting to make its way here. 
We must use all means pos¬ 
sible to slow it down and, 
hopefully, suppress it. 

Law enforcement offi¬ 
cials say heroin possession 
and trafficking charges have 
dramatically increased in 
Louisville, Lexington and 
Northern Kentucky, where 
coroners are also seeing an 
increase in heroin-related 
overdose deaths. 

Law enforcement offi¬ 
cials locally predict the drug 
is making its way south to 
Bowling Green and Warren 
County. 

Bowling Green is already 
starting to show signs of the 
drug’s presence. On Tuesday, 
after a six-week investigation 
and an undercover drug buy 
by the Bowling Green-War¬ 
ren County Drug Task Force, 
Martez D. Mitchell, 28, was 
arrested and is accused of 
trafficking in heroin. 

This is the first heroin 
trafficking arrest that the 
task force has made in the 16 
years it has existed. 

This is not a good sign 
and it suggests that this 
could possibly just be the be¬ 


ginning. 

Bowling Green-Warren 
County Drug Task Force Di¬ 
rector Tommy Loving said 
he’s afraid this is the begin¬ 
ning of a trend, but he hopes 
he is wrong. 

We certainly hope he is 
wrong as well. 

From all accounts, the 
influx of heroin in the state 
appears to be prompted by 
price and availability. Drug 
users are now opting for 
cheaper alternatives to pre¬ 
scription pain pills, which 
can run up to a $100 per 
pill depending on the drug. 
About two-tenths of a gram 
of most heroin runs from $15 
to $20. Those seeking heroin 
are also probably having a 
lot harder time obtaining 
prescription pain pills be¬ 
cause of House Bill 1, which 
went into effect last summer, 
certainly a dangerous, unin¬ 
tended consequence. 

So it certainly makes 
sense there would be an in¬ 
flux in heroin’s availability. 
It is more dangerous than 
many types of drugs. 

There is no way that law 
enforcement officials in the 
state, Bowling Green and 
Warren County can catch ev¬ 
ery heroin trafficker, but we 
must jump on this now be¬ 
fore it becomes a flood. 

We simply can’t afford 
another drug epidemic in this 
area.

• On May 18, 1861, the 
Humboldt Times newspaper 
casts first lady Mary Todd 
Lincoln in an unflattering 
light when it recounts a tale 
of how Mrs. Lincoln had 
usurped her husband’s presi¬ 
dential duty of appointing 
federal offices. According to 
the report, Mary Todd Lin¬ 
coln took it upon herself to 
appoint a stranger to any 
office he desired. 

• On May 14, 1916, a 
lead article in the Times of 
London proclaims that an 
insufficiency of munitions is 
leading to defeat for Britain 
on the battlefields of World 
War I. The article prompted 
the creation of a Ministry of 
Munitions.

ratifies an agreement ban¬ 
ning nuclear weapons from 
outer space. The United 
States, Great Britain and 
several dozen other nations 
had already signed and/or 
ratified the treaty. 

• On May 13, 1981, 
Pope John Paul II is shot 
and wounded at St. Peter’s 
Square in Rome by Turkish 
terrorist Mehmet Ali Agca. 
Agca claimed that he had 
planned to go to England to 
kill the king, but it turned out 
there was only a queen and

Act; and the likelihood that 
a large number of individu¬ 
als already eligible for Med¬ 
icaid, but not currently en¬ 
rolled, would apply as public 
awareness increases. 

We’ve done exhaustive 
research on the impacts of 
expansion on our state and 
on each individual county. 
Statewide, 640,000 residents 
are currently uninsured. Ex¬ 
panding Medicaid will have 
a profound effect, allowing 
308,000 Kentuckians to be¬ 
come eligible for Medicaid. 
Additionally, in January 
2014 when the Affordable 
Care Act is implemented, the 
remaining 332,000 will have 
access to subsidized insur¬ 



ance through the Kentucky 
Health Benefits Exchange. 

The expansion will also 
protect funding for hospi¬ 
tals. Hospitals receive fed¬ 
eral Disproportionate Share 
Hospital (DSH) payments to 
help cover the cost of treating 
low-income, uninsured pa¬ 
tients. The Affordable Care 
Act reduces federal DSH 
payments; for Kentucky’s 
hospitals, the reduction is 
an estimated $287.5 million 
over 7 years. This includes 
a $47.9 million reduction to 
state mental hospitals and a 
$239.6 million reduction to 
acute care, private psychiat¬ 
ric and university hospitals. 
Expanding Medicaid means 
that local hospitals will con¬ 
tinue to receive payment for 
care, because many people 
who were previously unin¬ 
sured will now be covered 
through Medicaid or through 
the Health Benefit Exchange. 

Finally, the expansion 
is good news for local and 
county budgets as well. Not 
only will the expansion gen¬ 
erate additional local taxes, it 
will ease some of the burden 
of paying medical costs at 
county jails. 

It comes down to this: if 
a company was willing to 
invest billions of dollars in 
Kentucky over the next 7 
years, creating nearly 17,000 
jobs and significantly reduc¬ 
ing the uninsured popula¬ 
tion, while greatly improv¬ 
ing the health of our citizens, 
we would not hesitate to 
welcome them into our state. 

Medicaid expansion is no 
different. Extending cover¬ 
age to more individuals will 
improve the physical and 
financial health of our state 
and our citizens for genera¬ 
tions to come. It is an op¬ 
portunity we cannot afford 
to miss and a decision I am 
proud to make.

French Government Honors 
Winchester WWII Veteran

Marshall District Judge 
Jack Telle told one emotion¬ 
al couple there would be no 
gratuitous displays of affec¬ 
tion when he cited them for 
contempt of court during a 
preliminary hearing Wednes¬ 
day. 

The pair cited for con¬ 
tempt were Michael Raney 
and Jessica Hart. 

“There’s been tremen¬ 
dous social upheaval in the 
past five to 10 years, and I’m 
not sure where it will end,” 
Telle said. 

Telle was in the process 
of binding a defendant’s case 
to the grand jury for further 
consideration when he called 
out the couple for kissing in 
his courtroom 

“If you want to do some 
smooching, find some place 
else other than my court¬ 
room,” Telle admonished at 
the time. Both were asked 
to sit at the jail line and sent 
by bailiffs to the Marshall 
County Detention Center 
to serve 48 hours in jail by 
Telle. 

“I looked up and saw 
people kissing during a very 
serious matter,” Telle said. 
“Kissing in the courtroom 
is never appropriate unless 
I’m performing a wedding 
and we’re honoring the tra¬ 
dition.” 

Telle said most of his 
contempt orders come from 
small claims court. 

“I don’t want to be com¬ 
pletely rigid, but when people 
hit a certain point, I have to do 
what needs to be done to up¬ 
hold the integrity of the court. 
It depends on the individual 
circumstances,” Telle said. 

Telle said he does not 
enforce a dress code, but 
has asked people in his 
courtroom to reverse or 
remove a T-shirt if it is 
graphic, gory or otherwise 
inappropriate. 

“I know some people 
wearing their work clothes, 
and take that into consid¬ 
eration. I also know some 
people have a case of pov¬ 
erty and are dressed the 
best they can,” Telle said. 
“If I feel people are being 


intentionally disrespectful, 
I will call them on it. It’s 
rare that I feel like people 
are being intentionally dis¬ 
respectful.” 

Telle said he has served 
on the bench for 10 years 
and has only found people 
in contempt an average of 
two times per year. 

Circuit Judge Dennis 
Foust said he issues a con¬ 
tempt citation once every 
two to three years. 

“I was on the bench in 
Calloway County and a 
couple was close to having 
relations. I didn’t issue a 
contempt citation, but I had 
to stop court to suggest they 
get a room, and that we were 
not permitting that in court,” 
Foust said. 

Foust said his bailiffs 
have discretion to police in¬ 
appropriate behavior in his 
courtroom. 

“Most people dress the 
best they can, but some peo¬ 
ple frankly don’t know any 
better,” Foust said. 

While some defendants 
wear alcoholic beverage lo¬ 
gos on their clothing to DUI 
hearings and other court 
functions, Foust said it plays 
to his or a jury’s determina¬ 
tion of a case. 

“You don’t need to wear 
a Brooks Brothers suit. 
Most people are comfort¬ 
able in blue jeans. I sug¬ 
gest you come in clean and 
half way neat, but I leave 
it to bailiffs to determine 
if something is inappropri¬ 
ate,” Foust said. “The main 
thing is to see justice done 
in the courtroom. In felony 
cases, the punishment can 
be severe, but if there is 
something I need to do, I 
will make corrections im¬ 
mediately.” 

Foust said he has is¬ 
sued contempt citations 
for frequent cellular phone 
disruptions. He now has 
posted orders to silence 
ring tones, but bailiffs will 
enforce telephones as nec¬ 
essary. 

“I had a juror undergoing 
qualifications, whose phone 
went off and he was morti¬ 
fied. He wasn’t being inten¬ 
tionally disrespectful and 
silenced it right away,” Foust 
said.

Nearly 70 years after he 
began his service in World 
War II, Winchester resident 
Fairel Bailey was recently 
recognized for his heroism 
from an unexpected source. 

Bailey was named a 
Knight in the Legion of 
Honor by the French govern¬ 
ment, along with five other 
members of the 29th Infantry 
Division of the 110th Artil¬ 
lery Battalion. 

“I was in the artillery. We 
went with the 29th Division 
all the way from the beach 
almost to Berlin,” Bailey 
said. “The worst one was 
stopping them at the Battle 
of the Bulge.” 

Although Bailey is a na¬ 
tive of Johnson County, 
where he was living when he 
enlisted at the age of 19 in 
October 1943, he has lived in 
Winchester for 23 years. He 
is a retired vocational agri¬ 
culture teacher with stints in 
Menifee County and Wilm¬ 
ington, Ohio. 

Bailey was drafted into 


service, but said, “I would 
probably have gone anyway. 
It was something you knew 
you had to do.” 

“Being a young man, it 
didn’t affect me too much. Ev¬ 
erybody else was doing it.” 

Because of his job man¬ 
ning a 105mm howitzer, he 
has significant hearing loss. 
His service includes the Nor¬ 
mandy, Rhineland, Central 
Europe and Northern France 
campaigns. 

Other awards include the 
European African Middle 
Eastern Service Medal with 
four Bronze Stars, World 
War II Victory Medal, Good 
Conduct Medal, two Over¬ 
seas Service Bars and a 
Sharpshooter Medal. 

He has two children, 
Charles Bailey, also a Win¬ 
chester resident, and Vicki 
Lindsey of Frankfort. His 
wife, Joyce Mack Bailey, 
was killed in a car accident 
in 1965. 

Bailey said he was sur¬ 
prised by the gesture of 
thanks from the French gov¬ 
ernment, but was grateful for 
the recognition.

Bob Watkins Pimlico and 
John Calipari 
stage-manages to keep his name in 
the news (inviting Bill Clinton to 
his fantasy camp), the next big 
thing in Kentucky has to be, Drew 
Barker. 

Connor High School’s splendid 
6-feet-3, 215-pound quarterback is 
GI Joe clean-cut, tall enough to see 
over crowds at the mall, has no tat¬ 
toos that we know about, and is 
latest prize grease-penciled onto 
Mark Stoops’ board in the war 
room in Lexington. 

A native son prospect choosing 
Flagship U. over Tennessee and 
especially Steve Spurrier and 
South Carolina, qualifies as a giant 
leap forward for UK football... on 
paper. 

Barker has Opie Taylor pres¬ 
ence 10 years on. A fresh-faced kid 
with a Gosh Mom grin, brimming 
confidence and a howitzer. Too, he 
has the distinction of being first 
Commonwealth quarterback to say 
‘no’ to Tennessee since before he 


was bom, 18 years. 

Last week Barker pulled on a 
blue ballcap and these things hap¬ 
pened. 

• The Andrew Wiggins-to- 
Kentucky crowd had time to take a 
deep breath. 

• UK basketball was upstaged 
for one news cycle. 

• Louisville basketball and foot¬ 
ball slipped below the fold. 

• Somewhere down in this story 
are the words savior Patrick 
Towles. 

• And, media ga-ga went viral 
comparing UK’s newest rookie-to- 
be to Tim Couch. 

First four are okay items. The 
last, while predictable, is pre¬ 
mature by a Cawood Mile as well 
as “we’ve seen this movie before” 
wishful thinking. 

For every exaggerated compari¬ 
son to Couch there must be a 
Morgan Newton warning. The for¬ 
mer was a darling and a Deuce 
before he said “no” to Tennessee in 
1995 and yes to propping up Hal 
Mumme’s career. Rude change in 
popularity for Couch followed the 
1999 NFL draft. 

Newton, in 2008, was Parade 
All-American at Carmel, Ind., and 
all the rage when he signed with 
Kentucky. Four years on, nobody’s 
asking for autographs and Morgan 
is headed to an NFL tryout as a 
tight end. 


And, two seasons ago, the new 
savior for Kentucky football was 
going to be Patrick Towles. 
Heading to the 2013 fall practice, 
Towles is clipboard carrier for 
Jalen Whitlow and Maxwell 
Smith. 

Brings us to a wish list. 

• Wish Stoops had advised 
Barker to skip the melodramatic 
gala press conference with piped in 
fight song. When the tune stopped 
the only people impressed with 
Barker’s signing and four-star cre¬ 
dentials besides Mom, will be the 
motivation coach at whatever 
Connor High opponent is up next. 

• Wish the kid had had a better 
idea — text his recruit-to-UK-pitch 
to pals still on Stoops’ war room 
wall. 

• And, wish Barker had skipped 
the low-bridge job on ex-UK 
coach Joker Phillips. 

Not recruiting Barker, if it hap¬ 
pened, likely had extenuating cir¬ 
cumstances like ... 

1. Three-deep at QB, Smith, 
Whitlow and Towles, and presum¬ 
ing UK coaches were as impressed 
with Barker as Stoops is, could be 
Phillips knew the kid from Connor 
was a Big Blue fan and put him on 
the recruit-later priority list. Took 
him for granted. It happens. 

2. A more urgent priority may 
well have been find-and-sign a few 
300-pounders to insure his quarter¬ 
back would not spend another SEC 
season running for his life. 

Then, there’s history. 

As always, the record sets con¬ 


text. Every ex-UK coach since and 
including Bear Bryant has been 
accused of incompetence, and spe¬ 
cifically failing to recruit this or 
that player. A criticism leveled 
mostly after the coach and staff 
have left town. 

V Jerry Claiborne failed to 
recruit Kentucky’s first Mr. 
Football in 1986. Tight end Frank 
Jacobs at Newport Central 
Catholic went to Notre Dame. 
Claiborne also rebuffed Steve 
Bird, all-state receiver at Corbin 
whose uncles Jerry, Calvin and 
Rodger had starred at UK. Bird 
went to Eastern Kentucky and 
became an All-American. 

a/ Hal Mumme, Guy Morriss 
did not recruit Jacob Tamme at 
nearby Danville in 2003. Rich 
Brooks did and Tamme became 
arguably the best tight end in UK 
history, an All-American and 
Peyton Manning’s favorite target 
in the NFL. 

VBill Curry was accused of not 
recruiting Shaun Alexander in 
1994. Alexander went to Alabama 
and became a Heisman finalist. 

a/ Charlie Bradshaw’s brutality 
was responsible for the best line¬ 
backer ever in the Bluegrass State, 
Dale Lindsey transferring to 
Western Kentucky. 

a/ Bear Bryant drew criticism in 
the early 1950s for not recruiting 
Paul Hornung hard enough. 
Homung won a Heisman at Notre 
Dame, had a glorious career and is 
in the Hall of Fame. 

These items aside, with summer 


just ahead, the menu of sports top¬ 
ics across Kentucky to rival UK 
hoops, is extraordinary. 

Football? Never better. 
Honeymoon continues for Mark 
Stoops, Bob Petrino and Charlie 
Strong. 

Basketball? Rick Pitino basking 
in glory. Happy Osborne’s move to 
Kentucky Wesleyan. And, prospect 
of a Clinton-Calipari game of 
H-O-R-S-E. Would be televised of 
course. 

Parting shot 

If the NBADraft skinny on 
Archie Goodwin is a topic, don’t 
expect John Calipari to do any 
interviews if he shows up at a table 
in the Green Room alongside 
Archie Goodwin June 27. 

NBADraft.net’s evaluation on 
Goodwin? “extremely raw... 
Doesn’t seem to fully understand 
how to utilize his physical gifts 
yet. Jump shot is flat, low trajecto¬ 
ry, and lacks a fluid release ... His 
shooting motion is in need of 
reconstruction as he slings the ball. 
Goodwin a likely long term project 
as a NBA contributor. 

Since Cal likes to crow about 
his priority to, “... make kids bet¬ 
ter,” we wonder what exactly were 
Calipari and his coaches doing for 
Goodwin last season?

Stream Smallmouth Hungry This Time Of Year

I have an old friend who was reluctant to go wading in 
streams for smallmouth bass for many years. 

“The fish are too small,” he said. 

One May a few years ago, I convinced him to wade a small 
creek in central Kentucky the weekend after the Kentucky 
Derby. From the time the water lapped over our ankles until 
nearly dark, we caught nice smallmouth after nice smallmouth. 
Many of those topped the 15-inch mark. I also hooked an 
unusual 22-inch largemouth bass on a 4-inch lizard that only 
had one eye. 

We caught over two dozen smallmouth a piece that day. My 
friend caught one in the 17-inch range that gave him quite a 
tussle on a light action spinning rod. He’s been hooked on 
stream smallmouth fishing since. 

It is that time of year again. When the water recedes from 
this incredibly wet and cool spring, stream smallmouth bass 
will be hungry. It will be time to slip on some old tennis shoes, 
worn out hiking boots or wade boots, grab a light to medium- 
light power spinning rod and hit the creek. 

Good reproduction years in the early and mid-2000s pro¬ 
duced a nice cohort of 14-inch and better stream smallmouth 
bass across Kentucky. Central Kentucky’s famed Elkhorn 
Creek is a good representative of the present condition of 
stream smallmouth bass in our state. 

“There were many nice, quality smallmouth in Elkhorn 
based on our recent population sampling last month,” said 
Kathryn Emme, assistant central fisheries district biologist for 
the Kentucky Department of Fish and Wildlife Resources. “We 
got a lot of fish between 15 and 19 inches. We also got a 20 
incher. I’ve not seen a 20 incher in Elkhorn before. They were 
in good condition as well, all of them fat and healthy. They’ve 
been munching all kinds of good food.” 

Gerry Buynak, assistant director of fisheries for Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife, said this productive upswing is reflected 
across Kentucky. 

“There is not much variation in stream smallmouth growth 
across Kentucky,” he said. “Elkhorn is a good gauge of what is 
happening across the state. We should have good stream small¬ 
mouth fishing for quite a few years.” 



In May, anglers should concentrate on three areas of a 
stream: the bottom of stream drops, often called riffles, the top 
of stream drops and flowing shoals. The current-free areas in 
the deeper holes hold fish at rest; these areas are the television 
room, not the kitchen. 

The feeding smallmouths are picking off disoriented craw¬ 
fish, sculpins and baitfish in the flowing water. Toss a 4-inch 
black straight-tailed finesse worm rigged on a 1/8-ounce lead- 
head above or below a riffle along the seam where fast current 
meets slower. Let the worm tumble along the current seam, 
occasionally touching bottom. A green pumpkin skirted dou¬ 
ble-tailed grub worked in the same areas produces strikes as do 
smaller jig and trailer combinations in hues of brown, green 
and orange. 

Work flowing shoals with a weightless pearl-colored soft 
plastic jerkbait rigged weedless with a worm hook or hooked 
through the nose with a wide gapped finesse hook. Allow this 
presentation to slowly tumble toward bottom and gently jerk 
the rod tip every few feet to start the process again. This rig 
often sinks in a corkscrew death spiral. Smallmouth bass that 
ignored every offering in your vest will crush this. 

In the early morning and dusk, topwater lures work well at 
times. Chugger style topwaters and cigar-shaped lures 
designed for the walk-the-dog retrieve work extremely well. 
Use 3- to 4-inch versions of these lures, not the larger ones 
designed for largemouth bass in lakes. Cork and deer hair pop¬ 
pers cast on a fly rod also work well as do white 1/8-ounce 
buzzbaits. 

The topwater bite can be sporadic. On some days, they hit 
them with abandon, while on other days, stream smallmouth 
ignore them completely. If you fish a topwater for 45 minutes 
or so without a strike during these low light times, switch to 
sub-surface lures. 

In addition to the Elkhorn Creek system in central 
Kentucky, anglers can enjoy high quality stream smallmouth 
fishing across the Bluegrass state. The Gasper River in Warren 


Turkey Numbers Impressive For 2013

It didn’t turn out to be a record season, but the spring 
2013 turkey season still put up some impressive numbers. 
Hunters in the Commonwealth harvested 32,491 of the big 
birds according to the latest Telecheck data. 

The harvest was predominantly mature toms with only 
4,606 jakes taken. Every jake spared is a potential gobbler 
for next spring’s hunt. 

The top county in terms of birds harvested was Logan 
with 749, followed by Muhlenberg with 744, and Hart with 
656. This continues a shift in harvest totals from the Ohio 
and Butler County region southward to Logan. Christian 
County turned in a respectable 539 birds while Todd and 
Warren Counties took 391 and 476 which bodes well for the 
growth of the turkey flock in an area from 1-65 to the 
Tennessee River. 

Calloway County reported 239 birds this year compared 
with 277 in 2012. Calloway has declined steadily from the 
313 birds reported in 2010. Graves turned in a harvest of 
363 while Marshall reported an even 200. Perennial 
hotspots Livingston and Crittenden Counties took 357 and 
525 birds respectively. 

The Purchase Region is holding fairly steady with 3,757 
turkeys reported this year, down from a high point of 3,946 
last year. It is obvious, however, that the Purchase Area is 
not experiencing the growth in the turkey flock that is 
enjoyed by other regions such as the Southeast and the 
Green River. This is somewhat perplexing; the Purchase 
Region appears as well-suited for the big birds as any other 
region. 

Perhaps even more perplexing is the LBL, that vast won¬ 
derland of undeveloped forest and field. The Kentucky por¬ 
tion of the LBL produced a whopping 55 birds this year. At 
least that was up from 39 the year before. Perhaps it is just 
due to the lack of hunting as everyone has turkeys in their 
back yard these days, or perhaps there are limiting factors 
that keeps the LBL behind the curve in terms of turkey and 
deer production. 

There is always a clamor for changes to the Kentucky 
turkey season, one of the main changes being a move to an 


earlier starting date. Many hunters believe that the good 
hunting is already over by the time Kentucky begins. 

I still maintain that the fall turkey season has a negative 
effect on the spring season in the Commonwealth. Every 
tom that’s taken in the fall is one less tom to be gobbling 
and strutting come spring. Every hen that’s taken in the fall 
carries the potential for eliminating from 2 to 4 birds per 
hen each year. Why anyone would want to kill a hen turkey 
is beyond me in the first place. 

Maybe if the fall season was eliminated or at least cur¬ 
tailed somewhat, then the spring season could be expanded 
to mirror that of Tennessee. With the birds that get killed in 
the fall left alone to be a part of the spring flock, maybe 
Kentucky could consider a 3 bird limit. But that’s a lot of 
maybes that would somehow have to find their way through 
that great abyss that we know as Frankfort. 
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County, the Little Barren River system in Green and Metcalfe 
counties, the Russell and Levisa Forks of Big Sandy River in 
Pike County and the Green River below Green River Lake to 
Mammoth Cave National Park all offer productive stream 
smallmouth fishing. The South Fork of Licking River in 
Bourbon and Harrison counties, the South Fork of the 
Kentucky River in Clay and Owsley counties, the Cumberland 
River above the Falls in Bell and Whitley counties, the 
Rockcastle River in Laurel, Pulaski and Rockcastle counties, 
the Little Kentucky River in Henry, Trimble and Carroll coun¬ 
ties are all good streams to catch smallmouth bass. 

Many overlooked smallmouth streams occur across 
Kentucky. If a local stream has good current with pools and rif¬ 
fles, a rocky bottom and water at least thigh deep, it likely 
holds smallmouths. Most of these small streams rarely get 
fished. Remember to get landowner permission before fishing. 

Kentucky Fish and Wildlife offers anglers a free brochure 
on stream smallmouth waters in Kentucky, available in a print¬ 
able version at the Kentucky Fish and Wildlife webpage at fw. 
ky.gov or you may request one by calling 1-800-858-1549. 

Now is the best time of year to catch trophy stream small¬ 
mouth bass. This is the most exciting fishing you can find in 
Kentucky. 

The current license year expired Feb. 28, 2013. You’ll need 
to buy a new fishing license, available in the sporting goods 
section of department stores and tackle shops. Licenses and 
permits may also be purchased online from the Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife homepage at fw.ky.gov or by calling 1-877-598- 
2401. The entire Spring Fishing Frenzy series will be posted at 
this same website for future access to these articles.

Heralded Recruit Wiggins Spurns UK 


Top basketball prospect Andrew Wiggins 
will play his college basketball at Kansas. 

The 6-foot-8 Toronto native signed a 
letter-of-intent Tuesday, choosing the Jay- 
hawks over Kentucky, North Carolina and 
Florida State. 

The ceremony ended the frenzied pursuit 
of the Huntington Prep star, who averaged 
23.4 points and 11.2 rebounds per game this 
season. 


Rather than turn his announcement into a 
spectacle, Wiggins wanted a private signing 
ceremony with family and friends where he 
attends classes at St. Joseph’s Central Catho¬ 
lic High School in Huntington. 

Initially rated as a 2014 prospect, Wig¬ 
gins shot to the top of recruiting charts when 
he decided last October to reclassify into his 
original high school class of 2013. The four 
major recruiting services rated Wiggins as 


the No. 1 overall recruit. 

Wiggins had kept quiet on his intentions. 
He had yet to even make a verbal commit¬ 
ment and delayed his signing until almost the 
very end — Wednesday is the deadline for 
recruits to sign with NCAA Div. I schools. 

Interest grew in recent weeks. As one fan 
put told Wiggins in a Twitter post, “You’re 
driving 4 schools and 4 fan bases absolutely 
insane.” 


For Kansas 

Kentucky already has eight signees in 
what is considered to be its greatest recruit¬ 
ing class ever. 

Despite the loss of Ben McLemore to the 
NBA draft, four of Kansas’ five recruits are 
considered to be in the top 50 nationally. 

North Carolina’s recruiting class includes 
McDonald’s All-American big men Isaiah 
Hicks and Kennedy Meeks.

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WKU Balances Budget 
Without Cutting Jobs

Keeping his word to avoid 
across-the-board cuts to meet 
a projected $2,139,000 rev¬ 
enue shortfall, Western Ken¬ 
tucky University President 
Gary Ransdell announced a 
three-pronged strategy de¬ 
veloped by the WKU Ad¬ 
ministrative Cabinet to a bal¬ 
anced budget. 

No job cuts are men¬ 
tioned, but financial help on 
employees’ cellphone ex¬ 
penses was chopped as the 
cabinet reached into pockets 
and pocketbooks. 

The biggest slice is a 5 
percent cut of university fi¬ 
nancial subsidy for the WKU 
Athletic Department over the 
next five years. 

The current-year WKU 
budget is $388.6 million. 
University officials said that 
the balanced budget number 
to take effect July 1, if ap¬ 
proved by the WKU Board 
of Regents, has not been fi¬ 
nalized. 

A surgeon’s approach to 
budget-cutting that spreads 
over several university de¬ 
partments or processes was 
used in an effort Ransdell 
described as neither “easy” 
nor “ideal.” The Administra¬ 
tive Cabinet comprises the 
university’s vice presidents 
and WKU Provost Gordon 


Emslie. The university only 
plans to shut down one of 
its outreach locations, a site 
for classes in Radcliff where 
WKU rents a building. 

“While I am pleased that 
we were able to manage 
this process without reduc¬ 
tions in anyone’s base salary 
and without layoffs, none of 
these were easy decisions, 
nor are they ideal. Most cam¬ 
pus departments will not be 
affected, and we have avoid¬ 
ed across-the-board cuts, 
which are tough on morale,” 
Ransdell said in a release to 
faculty and staff. 

One key line in the e-mail 
refers to unfilled positions at 
WKU, noting that “we will 
eliminate vacant positions 
that have remained unfilled 
for the last five years.” Rans¬ 
dell, at a budget session ear¬ 
lier this year, had expressed 
a reluctance to touch the va¬ 
cant positions when the sub¬ 
ject of possible job cuts was 
broached. 

The balanced budget will 
be presented to the WKU 
Board of Regents on June 
21. The cuts are in reaction 
to a denial by the Kentucky 
Council on Postsecond¬ 
ary Education of WKU’s 
requested 5 percent tuition 
and fees increase - the CPE 
granted a 3 percent increase 
for the budget year that be¬ 
gins July 1. The reductions 
also begin on July 1.

Stroke is a medical emer¬ 
gency. Knowing the signs 
and acting F.A.S.T. is key to 
recovery. F.A.S.T. is: 

Face drooping — Does 
one side of the face droop or 
is it numb? Ask the person to 
smile. 

Arm weakness — Is one 
arm weak or numb? Ask the 
person to raise both arms. 
Does one arm drift down¬ 
ward? 

Speech difficulty — Is 
speech slurred? Is the person 
unable to speak or hard to 
understand? Ask the person 
to repeat a simple sentence 
like “The sky is blue.” Is the

sentence repeated correctly? 

Time to call 911 — If the 
person shows any of these 
symptoms, even if the symp¬ 
toms go away, call 9-1-1 and 
get to the hospital immedi¬ 
ately. Also, check the time 
when the first stroke symp¬ 
toms appeared. 

A clot-busting drug called 
tissue plasminogen activator 
may improve chances of re¬ 
covery but only if the person 
gets help right away. 

A TIA or transient isch¬ 
emic attack is a “warning 
stroke” or “mini-stroke” that 
produces stroke-like symp¬ 
toms, TIA symptoms usually 
last only a few minutes but 
if left untreated, people who 
have TIAs have a high risk 
of stroke. Recognizing and 
treating TIAs can reduce the 
risk of a major stroke. 

Beyond F.A.S.T., other 
symptoms to be aware of 
include sudden numbness 
or weakness of the leg; sud¬ 
den confusion or trouble un¬ 
derstanding; sudden trouble 
seeing in one or both eyes; 
sudden trouble walking, diz¬ 
ziness, loss of balance or 
coordination; and sudden 
severe headache with no 
known cause.

Sunday alcohol sales, in a 
limited form, are a possibil¬ 
ity once again in Eddyville, 
after a vote by the Eddyville 
City Council Monday. 

A tie-breaking vote by 
Mayor Nancy Slaton passed 
first reading of an alcohol 
sales ordinance amended to 
allow the sale of alcohol by 
the drink on Sundays, be¬ 
tween the hours of 1 and 10 
p.m. 

“I do so as an advocate 
for our economic develop¬ 
ment,” Slaton said, in cast¬ 
ing her vote in favor of the 
amended ordinance. 

Council members Mi¬ 
chael Greene, India Hyde 
and Julie Wadlington joined 
the mayor in voting for the 
ordinance. 

Council members Ron 
Claxton, Greg Greene and 
Judi Stone voted against the 
measure. 

Lyon County voters ap¬ 
proved the legalization of 
alcohol sales county-wide 
in a special election Jan. 15, 
and Eddyville soon pursued 
state legislation to become 
a fourth-class city in order 
to obtain revenue from al¬ 
cohol sold within the city 
limits. 

After that legislation was 
signed into law by Gov. 
Steve Beshear earlier this 
spring, the city began work 
on an ordinance to regulate 
those alcohol sales. 

The council heard first 
reading of an alcohol ordi¬ 
nance April 1, but amended 
that ordinance to prohibit 
any Sunday sales. 

In a special called meet¬ 
ing late last month, though, 
Slaton and the council resur¬ 
rected the notion of Sunday 
sales, ultimately agreeing to 
continue discussion at this 
week’s meeting. 

City Attorney Stephen 
Underwood presented a 
summary of the ordinance 
that had been read previ¬ 
ously, in which Sunday sales 
were eliminated. 

Claxton made a motion 


to accept that ordinance, and 
Greg Greene seconded. 

Underwood told the coun¬ 
cil they could then discuss 
and/or amend the ordinance. 

Michael Greene moved 
to amend the ordinance to 
allow Sunday sales, by the 
drink, from 1 to 10 p.m. 
Wadlington seconded. 

The council split 3-3 on 
the amendment, and Under¬ 
wood noted that the mayor 
had the right to break the 
tie, or not to vote at all, un¬ 
der the city’s code of ordi¬ 
nances. 

The mayor then voted in 
favor of the amendment. 

With the amendment ap¬ 
proved, the council then 
voted on the ordinance as 
amended. 

They again split 3-3, with 
Slaton again breaking the tie 
in favor of the ordinance. 

Underwood advised the 
council to have two readings 
of the ordinance as amended 
before considering it adopted. 

The first of those readings 
is planned at a special called 
meeting scheduled for 5 p.m. 
Wednesday, May 22. 

In the public comments 
portion of Monday’s meet¬ 
ing, prior to their discus¬ 
sion of the ordinance, the 
council heard comments 
from two residents on the 
issue. 

The Rev. Rick Reeder 
said he supported the coun¬ 
cil’s prohibition of Sunday 
sales and encouraged them 
to hold that position. 

Former Council member 
Bob McDonald suggested 
that, if the city wanted to 
eliminate sales on one day of 
the week, to prohibit them on 
Saturdays. 

He suggested that Satur¬ 
days are the days in which 
more incidents of drunken¬ 
ness and alcohol-related 
crimes occur, posing a great¬ 
er risk for harm. 

“Stop them from doing it 
on the night they’re going to 
kill themselves,” he said. 

Reeder responded by say¬ 
ing he would support elimi¬ 
nating sales on both Satur¬ 
day and Sunday.

ANSWER: Vitiligo is 
the loss of special skin cells 
called melanocytes, cells 
that produce the pigment 
melanin, which gives skin its 
color. The loss comes about 
because of an immune attack 
on those pigment cells. 
Genes are one of the ingre¬ 
dients that lead to vitiligo. 
Your father is an example of 
the genetic influence. 

The skin patches devoid 
of melanocytes and mela¬ 
nin become chalky white 
and are most noticeable on 
people with dark skin. The 
patches appear on the face, 
in circles around the mouth 
and eyes, on the neck, trunk, 
arms and legs. 

Stronger varieties of cor¬ 
tisone in creams, lotions 
and gels often can coax 
melanocytes back into the 
depigmented skin. Many 
users have enjoyed suc¬ 
cess with skin applications 
of pimecrolimus (Elidel 
cream) or tacrolimus (Pro¬ 
topic ointment). Ultraviolet 
light, along with the oral 
psoralen drugs, is another 


way of repigmenting vitiligi- 
nous skin. 

Quite a few people with 
vitiligo find it more con¬ 
venient to apply cosmetic 
agents to cover the white 
patches and make them blend 
with adjacent skin. Cover- 
mark (800-524-1120), Derm- 
ablend (800-662-8011) and 
Cover Fx (416-665-7444) are 
three popular products. I’ve 
included the phone numbers 
of the manufacturers in case 
you cannot find the products 
in your area. 

The National Vitiligo 
Foundation, Inc., will pro¬ 
vide you with information 
on the many ways that vit¬ 
iligo is treated. The website 
is www.nvfi.org, and the 
phone number (not toll-free) 
is 513-541-3903. You’ll find 
the foundation to be a friend 
that can help you cope with 
vitiligo. 

DEAR DR. DONO¬ 
HUE: Our friend, age 86, 
has Alzheimer’s disease. She 
sees a neurologist every four 
months. Some days, she is 
lucid; other days, she’s out 
in left field. She lives alone 
and drives a car. She recent¬ 
ly got lost, but recovered 
and came home safely. Her 
children live out of town. 
We, her friends, think the 
time has come for our friend 
to give up independent liv¬ 
ing. What criteria are used to 
make this decision? — C.F. 

ANSWER: Your friend’s 
lapses fill the criteria that 


indicate a need for assisted 
living. Although 50 percent 
of people with a degree of 
dementia make this decision 
for themselves, that leaves 
50 percent who do not. Giv¬ 
ing up one’s home and one’s 
car has unpleasant ramifi¬ 
cations for that half who 
want to continue living inde¬ 
pendently. Close relatives 
can convince these people 
that they need help. A doc¬ 
tor can step in and strongly 
advise such moves. You and 
your friends would do this 
woman a service by contact¬ 
ing her children and telling 
them exactly what you have 
told me.
